Third Tbat tbo bids to the govern 


ment «ro on a decimal system and tend 
lo favoritism. 


In regard to tho first criticism, I may 


say ibat the government purchases sil- 
ver as it does bonds, or indeed any aril 
clc in considerable quantity -by public 
competition, the lowest offers being al- 
ways accepted, provided they do not ex- 
ceed Ihc highest market price. For the 
benefit of small producers, however, 
who would otherwise be obliged to trade 
through middle men, the superintendent* 
of tbi mint* are authorized to purchase 
emalt lot* at a price fixed from day t* 
day by the director of the mint, corre- 
sponding to the market price of silver 
These purchases average possibly a half 
million ounces a month, and are reported 
lo the tre-tury weekly. 


Second It ia not true that tbe London 


prices have been used as the basis of sil- 
ver purchases under the new law. 


Third In regard to the government 


isolations being on a decimal b"is, on* 
of our critic* 1* made to say. "*s the 
suspicious and significant fact in regard 
lo tbe governments purchase* of late I* 
ibat houtt* offering large lot* have taca 
ucder bid by the hundredth part of a 
cent, the government'* quotation* are on 
ibc decimal b»tis, which i* a gnat ad- 
vantage to three who may nav* ad- 
vanced iafoiuiatloa in regard to lhe price 
the government Is willing to pay." 


The u.ual demand for' silver for ex- 


port has almost entirely ce-xi. Hot 
only i* this the case, bnt large qa»»tltlea 
,of foreign diver have been shipped to 
ibe United States This is shown con- 
clusively by tbe fact that the Import* of 
silver Into tbe United State* from May 
1 to September 80, th* present year, have 
exceeded the exports by U,»23,173, while 
fTj- 'be co.icspoodlng period of last 
S'eaf tbe exports ot silver exceeded the 
imports by I3.ti8.0t0. a deficiency of 
tl.S72.163. Thlsaccoont* for the fact 
thai while tbe govetnmeat hat pur- 
chased an amount equal to tbe current 
production of our mines, tbe stock hu 
not diminished. These fact* of them- 
selves are sufficient to account for th* 
decline which ha* taken place. 


It Is well known that we are IB th* 


midst of the most active mining *e**oa. 
Undoubtedly tbe production of silver 
ha* been stimulated by tbe p-^ln/r; of 
the new ailver Jaw. I have Just retutnsd 
fru-> a visit to tbe large ailver mine* la 
tbe west, and I know from pcisonal ob- 
•Citation that the mine* are producing 
large quantities of ailver to-day, which 
were sbnt down whea tbe price of silver 
and lead reached a ve.j low figure.
